Imagine what would he the result if, when 


someone handed -you a check in payment l 
something, that you demanded to see his bank 
account, what would it mean if you did not trust 
him? 


You would insist that the person giving you the 


check should take you to the bank. But would 
you trust the banker. Not if you -were guided: b. 
the teachings of two thousand years ago. Yoi 
would probably ask the banker to show-your the 
money this person had in bank. The bankei 
likely would exhibit some gold or .silver certifi- 
cates. 


But what do they mean? They are -valueless, 


unless they are backed up toy the required 
amount of gold and silver-in the-United States 
treasury. It would be out of reason to ask the 
banker to take you to -Washington to see the 
metal coins that stood back of the' paper money. 


So you would be in a blind'alley, as it were, up 


against a brick-wall. 'As a matter of fact none of 
us "can be guided by this sort of teaching. We 
must have faith in our associates, our friends, our 
neighbors, our townspeople, our merchants ana 
our public officials. Our whole manner of living 
is based on faith. If it were not for confidence 
that men repose in one another, our social and 
business structure would be on a flimsy founda- 


cut off. 


The young people should not be condemned for 


that. The inexperience of youth is sufficient ex- 
cuse, especially-wMe:n-we" remember that persons 
of mature age show as little, if not less judgment 
on occasion. 


Everyone is familiar with the fact that the job 


of circulating a petition is simple and easy be- 
cause anyone will sign a petition. Pew people 
will take the time or go to the trouble to inform 
themselves, or if they do, they haven't the back- 
bone to refuse the solicitation of the petition 
peddler. 


Those who sign petitions carelessly and think 


that benefits derived from taxation are cheap 
and paid, for by the other fellow, are badly mis- 
taken. Increased cost of government is reflected 
in higher living expenses and a decrease in the 
surplus of wage earnings. 


This is not to be construed as an argument 


against signing any petition. There are petitions 
that bear merit because of the things they en- 
deavor to accomplish, but no one should be so 
foolish as to sign a petition without reading it.

218 votes for a majority in the 
house ;,by victories in three nor- 
mally Republican districts still 
Involved in close contests, but so 
close was the margin of votes for 
many of the members that re- 
counts may upset first tabula-1 
tions. 


In the senate the bid of Sen- 


ator Schall, Republican, Minn., 
to overtake the early lead of 
his Democratic foe. Einar Noi- 
dale, gave the Republicans hope 
of retaining 48 of the 93 seats. 


However, in the two unsettled 


senate contests, the leads of the 
Democratic candidates gave the 
present opposition a prospect of 
getting the 48 seats, leaving 47 
to the Republicans and one to 
the Farmer-Labor senator from 
Minnesota, Ehipstead.
